Some Planting Suggestions. 
The beauty of a shade tree depend: 
upon its normal and symmetrical! 
growth. 
In order to Insure 'his, be­ 
fore planting cut off the ends of all 
broken or mutilated roots; remove all 
side branches save upon evergreens, 
so that a straight whip-like stalk alone 
remains. 
Dig holes at least 2 feet in 
diameter and I foot deep in good soil 
and make them 4 feet across in poor 
soil. The sides of holes 
should 
be 
perpendicular and the 
bottom 
flat. 
Break up soil in the bottom of the 
hole to the <JePlh of the length of a 
spade blade. 
Place 2 or 3 inches of 
fine top soil, free from sods or other 
decomposing organic matter, in the 
bottom of the hole. 
Ort top of this 
place the roots of the trees, spread 
them as evenly as possible over the 
bottom of the hole, and cover with 2 
or 2 inches of fine top soil as before. 
Tramp firmly with the feet and fill 
*5he hole with good earth, leaving the 
surface loose and a Tittle higher than 
the surface of the surrounding soil. 
When the work of planting is com­ 
pleted. the tree should stand about 2 
inches deeper than it stood 
in 
the 
nursery. 
It) 
order to insure 
symmetry 
of 
growth, trees must be allowed unre­ 
st rioted area for development. 
At 
least 40 feet should be allowed be­ 
tween trees intended to occupy the 
ground 
permanently. 
Quick-growing 
temporary trees may he planted be­ 
tween the long-lived ones to produce 
immediate results, but these should 
be removed as soon as they interfere 


with the development of the perma­ 
nent plantations. 
The lists of trees and shrubs con­ 
tained in this publication are merely 
suggestive, but in all cases they in­ 
clude such sorts as are well adapted 
to the legions.
